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The West Coast Timea records a some- 
what remarkable case of sudden death which oc- 
curred a few days ago at Woodstock. The 
report brought in states that the deceased, who 
waa named Thomas Edmond Hughes, had been 
chopping some wood, and was observed by a 
miner named James Irwin to bo leaning against 
the garden fence. Irwin went on, and finding 
on returning that Hughes was still in the same 
position, called to him, exclaiming, are 

taking a long look at your cabbages !” Getting 
no answer, Irwin u'ent over to deceased and 
found that his head was between tw*) palings 
of the fence. On lifting up the head deceased 
fell down, and then Irwin perceived that ho was 
dead, of which he was unaware previously, 

** Go fi'Otn home to bcjir news.” Says 
the Cromwell corresptmdent of the Wahattp 
Mail: — ** Mr Fracr, our Mayor, w'as solicited to 
stand for the Kawarau distric*:, and he would 
have very likely been elected, but he stated in 
an adilr?83 to the electors that lie was unable to 
spare the time necessary for so important an 
honour.’’

With a vote of thanks to Mr Simpson, pro- 
posed by Air Colelough, .and seconded by Mr 
AlacKellar, the proceedings concluded. 

THE rou.iifo. 

Mr Vincent Pyke, on his arrival in Crom- 
well on Priday, announced ills intention of 
retiring from the contest, hy means of hand- 
bills circulated throughout the district as 
widely as possihlo. His reasons were : the 
litter impossibility of making the electors 
acquainted with his views during the limited 
time at disjiesal, and his belief that it would 
he useless to ask votes from those who did 
not know his views. At the s.ame time, he 
stated, “an emergency will probably arise 
ere long when I shall have an opportunity of 
soliciting your votes U'lidor more favourable 
auspices,” — refeiring, we believe, to the pos- 
sible dissolution of tiie Assembly, when ho 
may stand for the representation of the Dun- 
stan district. 

Mr Pyke's retirement thus left the field 
to Alessra Colelough and MacKeliar. And 
here it may be well to notice the fact of Mr 
Marsh not having been noiniiiated : ard be- 
yond that fact we can saV nothing further. 
Mr Marsh h.is been a kind of “dark horse” 
from beginning to end. His chances have 
never been canvassed or in any way taken 
interest in by the jnililie ; and Lis non-nomi- 
nation seemed to surprise nobody, and least 
of all himself. Wlien the returns were made 
known on Saturday evening, that of Crom- 
well took the MacKeliar party somewhat by 
surprise, as a larger majority had been ex- 
pected ; wliile that of the Bannockburn jmt 
a complete “ damper” niioii tlie hopes of Air 
Colelough and his friends. Still, the rotnrni- 
from Cardrona and tlie Nevis were anxiously 
awaited,— the former espeoially being ex- 
pected to tell heavily in favour of Mr Col- 
clongh. 

The official declaration rif the poll was made 
yesterday afternoon at the Court-house, by 
the Returning Officer, in the presence of 
about a score of persons. The numbers of

Afr DuncUl AlacKellar was therefore de- 
clared duly elected. 

Thu Returning Officer having retired, throe 
cheers were given for Air AlacKellar, and 
thi'oo for Air Colelough. 

Air AlacKellar briefly addressed the elec 
tors present. He was very much jileasod 
and gratified at occupying the position of tlie 
winning candidate, and returned liis sincere 
thanks to those who had supported liiin. 
His thanks were idso due to tiio whole body 
of the Kawarau electors for the generous anil 
kindly manner in which they had treated him 
as a candidate. MrCololmigh, his opponent, 
had liliewise acted most courteonslv towards 
him thronghont the contest. He would not 
detain the electors with any fnrtlier remarks, 
but would assure them he was not the least 
afraid that ho would di.sgrace his constituents 
in the Council. (Applause.) 

Mr Colelough said tliat although defeated 
ho was not killed, and lie hoped at a future 
tone to liave .auotlier opportunity of coming 
forward to ask the snifrages of the eleetovs. 
One fact, in connection with the late contest 
he would like to state — namely, that the pre- 
sent political situation had Inut nothing wliat- 
ever to do with deciding tlie Kawarau elec- 
tion ; personal friendship had been the chief 
cmisiduration in the minds of electors on both 
sides, lie Inid therefore no doubt that wlien 
he became better known throughout the dis- 
trict, he would have a better chaneo of suc- 
ces.s .as a candidate for legislative lionoiirs. 
At Bannoekhiirn an attempt had bean made 
to damage him liy misrepresenting his views 
on the edueatiou question ; and now— -when 
he did not want votes — he took the ojiportu- 
nity of declaring that he would uiiliolcl the 
system of education now in force in the Pro- 
vince, because it was his tirni conviction that 
no other system could be worked so satisfac- 
torily, Ho could not help .allmling to the 
attempt which liad been made to coerce the 
Bannockburn electors, and to interfere with 
tlie indeiiendeiit exercise of tlieir electoral 
privileges, — a jirooeeding which he regai-ded 
.as extremely disci-editahlo to its initiators. 
In_ conclusion, however, he hojied that the 
animosities which had spnnig up in certain 
quarters during the late enntfst would now 
be forgotten, and tliat mutual goodwill might 
prevail in the future. (App!an,se,)

Now that Hr James Mac,in<lrcw has been 
:again returned Superintendent of the Pro- 
vince, the excitement engendered by the sus- 
jiense as to liow tho contest between that 
gentleman and Mr Gillies would end, has 
subsided, and the political world is again 
■comparatively quiet — if I may except the 
rather high party feeling which prevails in 
connection with the Peninsula and Oaversham 
elections. Mr Macandrew has undoubtedly 
achieved a great triumph, and even the 
“opposition” admit that their candidate has 
not polled at all up to their expectations. So I 
suppose it must be accepted as an incontrover- 
tible fact that the electors of the Province 
place every faith in Mr Macandrew and his 
■supporters, and have no wish for any change 
in their Executive officers. At the declara- 
tion on the election day, the cheering when 
the announcement of the numbers took place 
iiiust have been very gratifying to His Honor, 
as it was without doubt exceedingly entlni- 
■■fiiastlc. Mr Macandrew returned thanks to 
the people in a short speech, which was of 
course vociferously ap]ibiuded. Tliat mis- 
guided young man, Mr H. S. Fish, jun., also 
seized the opportmiity and endeavoured to 
make a speech. He has now arrived at such 
-ji dreadfully high estimate of his own impor- 
tance, and is so painfully inflated with self- 
conceit and assurance, that he seems to deem 
it absolutely necessary that his opinion on 
-any and every subject affecting the public 
weal slionld be given. The cacoethes loqneiiiii 
is a dreadful affliction, and with Mr Fish it 
is to be hoped that it has arrived at its height. 
In its simple form it is bad enough, but when

The wveck of th« White Star steamer 
the Atlautlc, ofT Halifax, is a calamity 
p'Buter even than that so recently wit- 
BBSsed in the dcstraction of the Nortlifloot 
Qlf our own coast, It was reported in Now 
York that tha compoiiml engines with 
ffliioh she was fitted had not proved so 
economical as was expectad by the builders, 
and that since coals have boon so dear, a 
less supply had been allowed, in "order to 
enforce a greater economy on tlie enginoers. 
A full inquiry into nil tho facts connected 
with her outht will at once be instituted 
by the Board of Trade, but this rumour 
was promj)tly contradicted by the company, 
vho allege that tho vessel on this trip had 
been supplied with more than usual libe- 
rality, and carried 200 tons above the 
average consumption. The chief engineer, 
however, has since stated that the ship 
sailed with only 887 tons, and not witli 
SG7 tons, as the company have said. And 
he also asserts that in the previous voyage 
he had 1,200. Public opinion will require 
B searching investigation. There have 
been few such disasters in the records of 
the sea. The first accounts were exag 
geratfid in the inevitable confusion, and 
we are still uncertain as to the exact num- 
bers, but it is now estimated that out of 
the 038 souls on board, 546 have perished. 
In the tnenior-ahle wreck of the Birken- 
he.icl, 454 were lost ; iu the Royal Chatter, 
416 ; in that awful lurch of the Captain, 
noi quite 500; in the London, 220; in the 
Nortiifleet, 315; so that the Atlantic takes 
Oist place on the list, since the loss of the 
Koyal George, with “ twice four hundred 

Dieii.” 

The inquiry instituted by tho Parlia- 
ment of the Canadian Bomiaioii places a 
responsibility upon the captahi such as 
foil to the lot of man, and is enough 
lo criish the stoutest heart. It is an un- 
eaviahle task to attempt to apportion the 
lilmie in such a disaster. The Atlantic 
lift the Mersey on the 20th of March, and 
touched at Queensland the next day. On 
tlie 2nd of April, when her owners were 
expecting tho telt'gra])h to report her ur- 
I'ival at Now York, there cams the intelii- 
jeace of liar loss. The weatlier had been 
boisterous during the whole voyage, the 
rliip had not sailed so well as had been ex- 
fBctetl, and the provisions and coals rnn- 
iibg short the captain determined to put 
into Halifax, which was the nearest poi't. 
The coast was ironbonnd and dangerous, 
idJ Captain Williams miscalculated his 
fodtion. It xvas midnight of the 31at 
March when he wont to bed, leaving tlie 
chief otEcer in charge, and LoJieving that 
three marc lioui’s would bring him to tho 
Sambro light at the mouth of Halifax 
harbour, when he proposed to heave-to and 
^ait tor day. The chief officer presently 
sighted a light which he supposed to be 
t'ape Sambro, but it proved to bo the light 
CO Cape Prospect, another granite promon- 
tory some miles to the west. Suddenly, 
sttwo o’clock, the ship struck. 

The crew rushed to the deck; frightened 
piss»ngers sprang ro their feet and bloekeil 
the ways; some clambered through the 
l»rt-lioles, others Staggered panic struck ; 
B»ay never left their berths but perished 
there. The ship so quickly settled down 
Ihit the women could not get on deck, and 
»sre all drowned. “ To think," said the 
Wfifain, “ that, while hundreds of men 
'ht saved, every woman should have 
[orislied. Tt is horrible ! If I had been 
“le to save even one woman, 1 could bear 
tee disaster, but to lose all, it is terrible.’’ 
he account says of the 300 women and 
hldreii, a majority were swept out of the 
■•ftrage, and drifting beyond the vessel on 
-miMise waves, were carried seaward, and 
tSR no more, 

The captain hurried to his post, but it 
too late. “ I w’as asleep,’’ he says, 
■'flien the ship struck, but tho officers iind

■alions. The first sea swept away the 
f«ct boats, On the ship lioeling over, the 
taior which arose defeated all hopaa of 
Wmg the people forward.

The return of daylight brought the fi.sh- 
ing boats from the neighbouring shore, end 
those who had survived the terrors of that 
awful night were then rescued from the 
rocks. 

Only one child was saved, a little boy, 
who rushed up on deck with the stream of 
passengers when the fii-st alarm was given. 
“ His parents and other members of his 
family were tielow. 'They perished when 
the ship filled and fell over on her side. 
Hustled about along with that struggling 
mass of excited humanity, the pitoous 
I screams of the poor littlo fellow went to 
the stoutest heart. He leaped upon the 
Lack of one of tho men in the hope of heing 
saved by him ; but the man shook off the 
wailing boy. His cries at last attracted 
the captain, who, perceiving the tenacious 
manner in which he was struggling for life, 
c-allod out to the men who were surround- 
ing the lines that led to the rook and 
safety, to endeavour, if possible, to save 
tbe boy. I’ha poor little follow was imme- 
diately passed over the heads of tho strug- 
gling mass of beings and placed In the 
boat.” 

Frith, the chief officer, was rescued from 
the rigging by an Fnglish clergyman, whose 
heroic conduct stands out in noble relief in 
this dark chajiter. The sea was so high 
that nobody would venture out, until at 
last the liev. Mr Ancient succee>led in 
getting a crew of four men to row him to 
the wreck. Frith had then been in the 
rigging ten liours — he alone remained. 
One poor woman perished near him before 
assistance came, having snccumhed at last 
after eight hours of suffering, and her dead 
body still remained attached to the rigging, 
its ghastliness heightened by contrast with 
the jewels which sparkleil upon her fingers. 
“ Mr Ancient,’’ said Frith, “got into the 
main rigging and procuredfa line, then ad- 
vanced as far as he could towards me, and 
threwjit to me. I caught It, made it fast 
around my body, and then juinpod clear, 
A sea swept me off the wreck, but Mrj 
Ancient held firm to the line, pulled me 
back, and got me safety in the boat. I 
was then so exhausted and benumbed that 
1 was hardly able to do anything for my- 
self, and but for the clergyman’s gallant 
conduct I must have perished soon.” It 
now appears that this Mr Ancient is indeed 
an Ancient mariner — a noble man in all 
way.s by the account of his friends. He 
was formerly a blue jacket in her Majesty’s 
ship Mars — a singular coincidence of name, 
seeing that the Atl.intie struck on Mars 
Island. On the paying off of the ship, ho 
left the service to become a Sorijituro 
reader, and nltimately received holy oideis, 
retaining still the physical energy with the 
moral courage which had alwaj’S distin- 
guished him. 

The New York Herald of the 4th .April 
contains further and lengthy details of the 
catastrophe. The following are sobie ex- 
tracts from the long letter of its Halifax 
correspondent, writing on the jirevious 
day : — 

“ The calamity upon the coast to the 
White Star steamer A thintic continues to 
occasion profound senration and sorrow. 
The survivors were billeted .about among 
the public-hou.ses, and made as comfortable 
as possible. At an early hour in the 
morning waggons loaded with coffins were 
seen proceeding to the vicinity of the 
wreck. At tho same time, rough coffin- 
shajied boxes were being placed on board a 
Bchooner at the Cimartl Wharf, as well as 
lumber and carpenters to make more of 
them on the passage and at the fatal scene. 
The foundation for tho cainvnity lies in 
insufficient coaling, and a miscalculation, 
and perliaps sorao incompetcncy upon the 
part of the watch on deck ; but Mr Met- 
calf has to settle that before a Higher 
Power, and more than 500 souls are there 
to res))ond. Captain Williams is ?ilent 
upon the all-import.ant point as to his 
reckoning. All agree, however, that he 
was a hero in the su])remo moment, and 
anyone xvould believe it who could have 
heard his lieart-broken sobbing accent, 

‘ My God, if I could only have saved a 
woman or a child ; the memory of that 
girl climbing about my neck and beseech- 
ing me to save her will haunt me to the 
grave.’ Captain Williams, xvith the steam- 
tug Henry Hoover, having in tow the i 
steamer Amateur, started for the scene of 
the wreck with 150 coffins. Mr Mack- 
wald proceeded with the captain. He will 
remain until all tho bodies of the saloon 
passengers, who are to be conveyed to the 
States, are recovered. At six o’clock this 
evening the bodies that had been recovered 
were laid in rows along the sloping ledge, 
and it required a strong nerve to walk 
among them. The body of Mr Hexvitt, of

Some of the 
crew were iu-mboVdinate beyond the con- 
ti'ol of the ufficers during the voyage. 
Magistmtes are in charge of affairs at Pros- 
pect, and the most perfect order prevails.” 

Three hundred and twelve Steerage [las- 
sengers arrived at Boston on Saturday the 
3rd. They were conducted by the citizens 
and an escort of police to the ’i’anoni 1-hall, 
where a boiintifid breakfiat was provided 
for them. 

’Three hundred and five of the survivors 
arrived at the Castle-garden, New York, 
on the 5th, where tUotisands of persons Of 
nil nationalities had gathered. Tlie excite- 
ment was inJescfibahlo, and it was difficult 
to keep tlie ei'owds from forcing the gates, 
'The emigrants lookeil starved and dis- 
tracted. The scones wliich took place at 
their I’ecngnition by their relatives were 
hoartronding, After a liberal breakfast 
and dinner, however, they became more 
reconciled. 'J'lie majority speak disjiarag- 
ingly of the captain and tbe crew. They 
state that they were three days at sea short 
of food. 

The surviving officers have been ordcreil 
to make a report. The entire New York 
Press condemns tbe behaviour, incomjio- 
tency, and neglect of thecajitain, ami what 
they allege to be the criminal parisimonv 
of the company. 
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Country Banka- 

Country banking business in Vieforia is 
thus described by the Mollioufne Leader's 
contributor, “ Atticus’’:— It Is often a m.-it- 
ter of consideration with me if the country 
branches of the metropolitan banks are 
self-supporting, or if their existence is but 
an advertiscmHiit for the head office. A 
story told mo the other day goes far to lead 
me to the latter conclusion. A friend, 
being on a visit to a western district, 
strolled into the local hank, and asked for 
chango for a £1 note. “ Certainly,” said 
the manager, “ jiray take a scat,’’ Some- 
what a-stonisliod, my friend took a scat irt 
front of the counter, while tlie manager, 
loaning his elbows on the polished cedar, 
fStii'veyed his customer with curiosity.

stirring. “ No,” returned the bunk offi- 
cial ; “this is the bc.st stroke of biiKiiifs.s 
I have done for some dnys.”

Speaking of Sir Georgs BovVen, the Mel- 
bourno corresjionUent of the NaUi/ Timet 
Says : — “ Ills speeches are lively and amus- 
ing, anddu not rosemhlo a funeral sermon 
prcaclied by a Methodist parson, like 
some gubernatorial discourses it has been 
my' lot to listen to.

While 
lit Cluiuis his health was proposed by the 
Mayor, and his Exccdler.cy, in reply, said 
lie was Very mucli amused at tlie diversity 
of tunes which in difl’fierit pliicea hail been 
[ilayod in connection with this toast- Here, 
it was the " Fine Old English Oeiilkmian,” 
and at Ballarat, “ For he's a Jolly Good 
Fellow,’* When he was Governoi' of New 
Zealand, where, as they knew, the Maaris 
kept up some disagreeable practices, the 
time was uhvaye " 'I’lie King of tlia Canni- 
bal Ishunis"— (Laughter.)’ Altogether, 
there v.'as amidst some “gush,” a good deal 
of Imimnmia and good nature in Ida 
j Bfieoclicis, and they certainly have made 'iin 
I Georgo exceedingly popul.u' throughout the 
I Ballarat district.”
